This amendment relates to the patent application for NASA docket number LEW 17,293- 
2, which is filed concurrently with this amendment. This application is a DIVISIONAL 
APPLICATION of parent case Serial No. 10/390,256, which was filed on 3/12/2003. 
This divisional application claims priority to that parent case's filing date. 

In said parent case, the Examiner imposed a restriction requirement which is set forth in 
an Office Action dated 1 1/25/2003.
